Concerning Stamps. 
San Francisco Cail.) 

The amended postal law is not as yet 
universally understood. It is said that 
the first day the law went into effect 
over two thousand persons dropped city 
letters into the Philadelphia postofltice, 
prepaid with one-cent instead of two- 
‘cent stamps. An opinion prevails with 
many that the foreign rate of postage 
was reduced from five to two or three 
cents. These people, by paying 
more attention to current news 
as they find it in the daily jour: 
nals, will be enabled to _ correct 
their misapprekensions. It is erro- 
neous to suppose that three-cent stamps 
or envelopes are no longer of value in 
the hands of private parties. Fora for- 
eign letter,a two-cent stamp can be added 
“3 to the three-cent stamp or envelope, 

and it will be sent to its destination. 

So, in allother cases where it is desir- 

able to increase on the two-cent stamp, 

the three-cent stamp is good to the ex-

They are 
more nice than wise, for the sickness 
has abated; in fact, almost entirely dis- 
appeared. It has been very severe, but 
I don’t believe they have a single case 
of yellow fever.

The Bepublican Defeat in Ohio--- 
Pendieton Retired. 
Cuicaco, Oct. 11.—The Inter-Ocean 
says: The returns from the elections in 
Iowa and Ohio are very slow in comin 
in, but according to estimates bas 
on the results already known, it is 
clear that the Republicans have carried 
one State and the Democrats the other. 
A saloon will not be built on every 
hill-top in Iowa, but in Ohio whiskey 
will be free. In the former, the ban- 
ner Republican State of the Union, 
there is a majority for the entire tick- 
et much larger than was expected by 
the most sanguine, but in Ohio the 
work of fanatics, whose zeal was better 
than their judgment, has done just 
what they were endeavoring to pre- 
vent, and has disappointed those who 
believe that half a loaf is better than 
no bread. The enforcement of the 
Scott law, taxing saloons since its in- 
dorsement by the Courts, was acqul- 
esced in by honest men of both par- 
ties, but the temperance people insisted 
upon making prohibition an issue, and 
threw the legislature and government 
of the State into the control of the 
saloon keepers. Judge Hoadly’s po- 
sition is one of flattering success, how- 
ever, and if it be true that he is Mr. 
Tilden’s choice for President, and is 
an active candidate himself, he has 
taken a long stride toward the Demo- 
cratic nomination, for a man who can 


than one who cannot. : 

The Tribune says: The Democratic 
success in Ohio has no general politi- 
cal significance under the conditions 
described, but it would have had if 
there had been a square fight between 
the two parties on national issues, and 
the result does not warrant, by any 
ineans, the conclusion that Ohio will 
be included in the list of Democratic 
States fur the next Presidential elec- 
tion. The issue was made as much 
a local one as it was last year, when 
the Democrats elected a Secretary of 
State by 19,000 majority over the Re- 
publican candidate. The important 
lesson which the election teaches is 
that the Republicans in their party 
elections must cut away from the pro- 
hipitionists altogether. If the Repub- 
lican legislature had not provided for 
the submission of a_ prohibition 
amendment at a very critical popular 
election, the Republican ticket would 
have received not ofly thousands of 
votes which were driven away from it 
by the prohibition scare, but also a 
large. number of votes from tho Pro- 
hibitionists themselves, who trans- 
ferred their votes to the Democratic 
candidates in order to gain votes for 
the prohibition amendment. That 
this was the case is sufficiently proved 
by the Republican losses in country 
districts where gains were to be ex- 
pected, if the Prohibitionists had not 
intrigued against the Republican tick- 
et. But the defeat of the prohibition 
amendment also makes clear that the 
Pohibitionists have gained nothing by 
their treachery and ingratitude to the 
Republicans. 

THE DEFEAT OF PENDLETON. 

Cuicaco, Oct. 10.—The Times will 
say: It may have been that no out- 
come of the election in Ohio could 
have been reasonably hoped for that 
would give for one of its fruits the re- 
turn of Mr. Pendleton to the .Senate. 
Nevertheless, the result, which assures 
his retirement, is to be regretted. 
Though not a statesman of transcend- 
ent ability, he has fulfilled the func- 
tion of Senator creditably and honor- 
ably and more so because he has man- 
ifested a sense of conscientious dignity 
which raised him above the baser 
spirit of partyism. He did not hesi- 
tute to identify himself with the grow- 
ing public opinion which demands an 
amelioration of the monstrous patron- 
age abuse. It was avowedly on that 
account that the more unscrupulous 


and corrupt demagogues of the 
Democratic trade mark declared 
war against him. The _ country 


will understand then that it is for 
that sin his party has decided to retire 
him. What, then, is the meaning of 
their triumph? Obviously this—that 
the party they stand for has chosen to 
take its place before the country upon 
the ground of avowed hostility to pub- 
lice opinion, which demanded the re.

menced in earnest. Quite recently the 
gendarmery succeeded in capturing 
near Assiout a large caravan, consist- 
ing of about two hundred and fifty 
slaves, and now they have arrested Ali 
Saidi, the chief slave dealer in Cairo. 
He will be tried by court martial in a 
few days. Among the slaves found in 
his possession were six females—three 
Circassians and three negresses. Five 
of them received their freedom, but 
the sixty—a beautiful Circassian girl 
—absolutely refused to accept the prof- 
fered liberty, her ambition being, no 
doubt, to become the slave of some 
wealthy Egyptian Pasha. It is not 
known whether the future of the five 
liberated girls has been properly 
assured; in fact the whole affair is 
half enveloped in mystery, which is 
by no means satisfactory.

A Royal Russian Regiment of Cir- 
Clowns, 

In the presence of the Grand Duke 
Nicholas and most of the foreign offi- 
cers and guests, the regiment of Cos- 
sack Guards went through an extraor- 
dinary series of exercises, which threw 
the most daring feats of the circus 
into the shade. The entire regiment 
went past in full galiop in loose order, 
with many of the men standing up- 
right inthe saddle, others upon their 
heads with legs in the air, many leap- 
ing on to the ground and then into the 
saddle again at full speed, some spring- 
ing over their horses’ heads and picking 
up stones from the ground and yet re- 
gaining their seats. While performing 
these feats all were brandishing their 
sabres and firing pistols, throwing 
their carbines into the air and 
catching them again and yelling 
like maniacs. Some men went past 
in pairs, standing with a leg on 
each other’s horse.

In Memoriam. 
ROBERT BOYLE WARREN, JR. 
Died October 6th, 1883, at Hermosillo,Mex- 
ico, aged 24. 
“Thou madest man, he knows not why, 


He thinks he was not made to die, 
And Thou hast made him, Thou art just.” 


It is a severe test of the faith that would 
fain believe that ‘‘nothing walks with aim- 
less feet,’’ to see one, but fairly started on 
life’s journey, fall exhausted by the way- 
side. 

To what purpose, now, those glowing 
aspirations, those noble desires, that nerv- 
ed his feet with strength and clad life’s 
pathway with a pleasant green, and made 
its goal seemeasy to win? For what pur. 
pose were the loving pride and hopes of 
his parents nourisLed for awhile, to be 
now crushed in the avalanche of despair? 

These are questions to which no Sanhe- 
drim, synod or council that ever assem- 
bled has brought an answer. How often 
has been repeated the cry of the Hebrew 
father of old: ‘‘My son! My son! would 
to God I had died for thee!’’ and the 
stricken one found no comfort. 

‘No creed, however humbly believed, has 
the power to hush the low wail of the be- 
reaved mother, or to soften the stony des- 
pair of the father. , 

All consolation is but ‘‘vacant chaff, 
well-meant for grain.’’ The cry goes up, 
‘‘Lord, help me to believe! Let but one 
glimpse of the heavenly robe be seen ere 
the dark gates close upon him!’’ The great 
consoler, time, alone can bring resigna- 
tion, if not comfort, and with it the firm 
faith that though all else may be but the 
‘*baseless fabric of a vision,’’ love is eter- 
nal, and our loved ones will be with us 
again, nay, are with us now, though our 
eyes be sealed to their presence by our 
want of knowledge. 

The writer was favored with the friend- 
ship of Robert Warren for some five years 


before his death, and as many familiar 


surroundings recall the sad memory of his 
presence, no trait is brought to mind but 
such as.do him honor. 7 

His intellect was of a high order, his 
judgment sound. His dispusition was 
happy and affectionate. He had already 
shown considerable literary ability, and 
would, had he lived and chosen that call- 
ing, achieved some success. 

No pero word ever passed his lips, 
and in this was manifested the gentle- 
man, which his person and manners 
showed him to be, 

Of no settled religious convictions, he 
loved the truth for truth’s sake, and 
sought it diligently. 

In May last Robert Warren left the 
school near Los Angeles, where he was 
employed as teacher, and went to Mexico, 
thinking to utilize his knowledge of Span- 
ish, of which he was proficient. He first 
started a school at Hermosillo, but left it 
shortly to take a position on the railway. 
At the time the yellow fever was raging at 


-Guaymas and Hermosillo he was stationed 


at Magdalena, an inland town on the 
highlands, free from its ravages, and from 
its favored situation not likely to be at- 


ked. 

On the death from yellow fever of an 
employe, he was summoned by the rail- 
road authorities to take his place, the du- 
ties to run on the train to Hermo- 
sillo. There is no doubt that he was 
quite aware of the imminent risk he ran 
in complying with this demand, but dis- 
daining to shirk a danger that others 


were a to, and believing it in the 
line of *his duty, he obeyed and went to 
his death. | 

On reaching Hermosillo, he was at- 
tacked with the fever and removed to the 
hospital, and received such care ax it was 
possible to give. Not hearing from him 
for some time, his father had written to 
the railroad office there, and received a 
reply from himself that he was well and at 
Magdalena; but shortly after he received a 
telegram: that he was sick with the fever, 
and, on sending again, another that he 
was getting better. A still more cheering 
dispatch was received later, in reply to 
an affectionate inquiry after the welfare 
of ‘‘his boy,’’ sent by the father. It was 
from ‘Robert himself and said, ‘‘I am 
much better and will recover.’’ The hope 
kindled by this cheering news was soon 
quenched by the receipt, almost immedi- 
ately after, of the dreadful news that 
there were no hopes of his life. On the 
receipt of this, a dispatch was sent to him: 
‘‘Your mother’s prayers rise to heaven for 

ou.”’ 

j It is a sad satisfaction to know that this 
message reached him while alive and con- 
scious. How must it have cheered the 
lonely boy, dying a stranger in a strange 
land, to know that the same loving voice 
that lulled him to rest in his childhood 
was pleading for him now. His mother’s 
prayers, that had followed him through 
life, were still with him. Distance was 
annihilated and he could hear that voice 
across weary leagues of desert and moun- 
tain, and when he died a smile was on his 
lips. A. J.

Indian Sign Language. 


There are seventy-six different vocal 
languages used by the American In- 
dian, which are as distinct in pronun- 
ciation as are the English, German, 
French or any other language known 
to civilized man. Hence, the migra- 
tory Indian from the north must needs 
have some mode of communication 
when he followed the buffalo to a 
warmer clime late in autnmn, and in 
turn the fellows who escaped from the 
the scorching sun of the south to en- 
joy the cool breezes of the north, found 
that they must co-operato. with their 
brethren in order to make their visit 
endurable. Thus, these children of 
nature—for they are nothing more nor 
less—have by common necessity or- 
ganized a system of sign language, 
which, though unworthy of being dig- 
nified by being termed a complete code, 
is sufficiently intelligible to permit of 
a pretty general use of it among the 
most intelligent men and women of the 
various tribes. | 

The plains Indians are credited with 
perfecting the sign language to a 
greater extent than any other. To 
such an extent is the sign language 
used that there are those who can con- 
verse as rapidly in this manner as by 
vocal speech, and although two seldom 
use the same sign, the general outline 
of the pantomime is so easily com- 
prehended that frequently a descrip: 
tion of some great event is imparted 
by one Indian to another, whose homes 
are separated by hundreds of miles, 
and no possible means of communica- 
tion ever existed between their respec- 
tive tribes. In other words, there are 
c:rt.in general signs that are thorough- 
ly uuderstood by tribes of the British 
possessions and of the Malpipais dis- 
tricts of Arizona. 

The signal given by a_ horseman 
riding rapidly in a circuitous route is 
well known to be one of danger, and 
before the aborigines had a Great Fa 
ther to provide them with ponies this 
sign was given by one of the Indians 
running backward and forward as 
rapidly as his lazy legs could carry 
him. Just before departing on any 
enterprise of murder and theft, anda 
separation is to occur, certain signs 
are agreed upon. As an illusion, the 
old Biblicalterm of “a cloud of smoke 
by day anda pillar of fire py night,’’ 
was never more strikingly exemplified 
than when mountain Indians climb a 
high hill and, after building a fire of 
damp or green wood, cover the same 
with a blanket. As soon as sufficient 
smoke has accumulated for the pur§ 
pose, the blanket is quickly lifted so 


that a ball of smoke arises steadily 


into the air and finally disappears 
among the clouds. This is a day sig- 


nal, and is supposed to be witnessed 


by allies in another section of coun- 


try. The night signal, for disclosing 


a retreat of friends, is made by a 
wisp of dry grass or hay, which is 
lighted at one end and whirled around 
in the air so that a perfect circle of 
fire is visib'e. In their native sim- 
plicity, these children of the forest 
have adopted the modes of the days 
of Moses and Aaron to communicate 
with each other. 

Suppose that two Incians of differ- 
ent tribes meet. They have met before 
and formed a mutual admiration, and 
their families may be particularly in- 
terested in each other. The visitor1s 
welcomed by the host, and a conversa- 
tion by signs commences. The new 
arrival will, in a short space of time, 
relate how a friend had sudddenly 
come in contact with an enemy; what 
Weapons were used; who ‘‘drew the 
first blaod;’ where either was wound- 
ed; the length of time consumed in 
attle; the position of each at dif- 
‘rent times of the combat; the courage 
displayed and the stoical indifference 
assumed. In fact, every detail will be 
told almost as quickly as 1f related by 
the tongue, and yet no word will pass 
between the parties, because they could 
not understand each other. 

Since civilizition has encroached 
upon the privileges of these savages, 
and they have learned the arts of 
chewing tobacco and loafing around 
on store boxes like white people, they 
have not been slow to utilize many of 
the articles used for domestic pur- 
poses. They will take a medium-sized 
mirror,and from the top of a lofty 
mountain fiash the movements of an 
enemy to their friends far in the dis- 
tance. A blanket is considered an ex- 
cellent medium for communicating 
intelligence. It is taken by the corners 
and waved back and forth toshow that 
an engagement is anticipated, and after 
a battle it is laid flat upon the ground, 
which indicates that the party is anx- 
ious to surrender. A sign for after 
night is the firing of a lighted arrow 
in a certain direction, which may 
r&épresent various things—just as the 
agreement before separation may run. 
The rude figures of various animals 
and birds that are so common to the 
heathenish nations of what constitutes 
art, all have their significance, and are 
read with ease by those who under- 
stand them. A moving band can, by 


inanimate objects scattered along their 
route, inform a party of friends fol- 
lowing as to what occurrences have 
taken place so accurately that the: 
second band will know just what to do, 
to guard against danger or lend assist- 
ance. An illustration of a steep mount- 
ain with a goat in the act.ot climbing, 
while a horse appears in a position 
where the soles of his hoofs are liable 
to get sunburned, indicated that 
though a goat can climb up the rocky 
trail, a horse may tumble, and hence 


‘it is unsafe for the Indians to attempt 


the ascent.

Perhaps President 
Grevy would not sc frequently refnse 
to sign death warrants, were the gil- 
lows substituted for the guillotine.

tion to capital punishment, an 
is not strange that President Grevy 
commutes many sentences to imprie- 
onment for life.

But the fact that the lawof capital 
punishment is almost a dead letter 
must have a baneful effect, and crimes 
of violence may be expected to. in- 
crease under the present lose system of

Boy, brown gelding, four 
years old, by the Moor, entered by John 
Wilson; Valentine, brown gelding, no 
pedigree, entered by J. R. Simmons, of 
San Bernardino; Don Carlos, sorrel 
gelding, by Del Sur, dam Sunny Slope 
Belle, entered by L.J. Rose, of San 
Gabriel; Max, bay stallion, by Echo, 
dam Daisy by Ben. Lippincott, entered 
by Canada Grande Stock Farm. 
Don Curlos was excluded from the 
pools, as it was known the race would 
be his. Max was the fayorite in the 
pools, Prentice Boy next, and Valentine 
hardly figuring at all. :

fourth. After scoring six times, Wil- 
liams, the driver of Don Carlos was 
fined $10 for not scoring by the poll 
horse.

In the second race, trotting, free for 
all, mile heats, best three in five, purse 
$350, of which $220 went to the first 
and $130 to the second, the starters

E. J. Baldwin’s gelding St. James, by 
Champion; N .A. Covarrubias entered his 
bay gelding, Major, pedigree unknown. 
Major got the pole; St. James second. 
the latter winning the first heat. Time,

At this point Del Sur, L. J. Rose’s 
bla&® stallion, was called to run against 
the best time made on the track. Wal- 
ter Mayben was driver, and the time 
made was: first quarter; 3614 seconds; 
half mile, 1:12°, ; three-quarters, 1:50", ; 
mile, 2:27!,, beating the best time ever 
made on the track by three-quarters of 
a second, and winning the Society’s $50. 

The second heat between Major and 
St. James was won by the latterin 2:35. 
A third heat was won by St. James in 
2:38, winning the race and first money, 
Major getting second money. This race 
was a complete give away, there being 
really comparison between the 
horses.

After 
passing the quarter, St. David com- 
menced crowding Baldwin’s colt, com- 
ing 1n together, the heat being declared 
dead, Harry Rose getting third money, 
Bachelor next, Beaconsfield and Dublin 
Bay bringing up the rear; time 1:46%,. 

he announcement of a dead heat 
was followed by a statement from the 
judges that the two who had made a 
dead heat might divide the first and 
second money, or run itover. They 
decided to run 1t oyer and were called 
to the track.
